comes from the broker. Inside, 
you...find__the. statement _ of 
estimated closing costs.

You realize that your 
dreamhouse is costing a night- 
marish $1,800 or so more than 
you thought — and you have 
three days to raise the cash. 

Calling the broker to protest, 
you find out that these ad- 
ditional costs are ‘not 
unusual.” “Didn't we tell you 
about the closing costs?" the 
broker asks. “We assumed you 
knew about that sort of thing." 

The broker is correct in 
saying that closing costs are 
not unusual, but wrong in 
“assuming” that the buyer 
would Know about them. 
Closing a house sale can cost 
several hundred, even.a few 
thousand dollars. 

There is no set rule on which 
items you"pay or how much 
they may cost. In some cases 
the developer, the seller, the 
mortgage lender or the real 
estate broker will pay some of 
the closing costs. Although the 
broker should inform you about 
such costs before you sign the 
sales agreement, it is your 
responsibility to ask about 


them.
